SUBJECT: Budget Ordinance Amendment For Relocation/ Renovation of City 
Departments 





Attached is a budget ordinance amendment to appropriate $260,000 for the relocation 
of several City departments and some general improvements in office space. A similar 
appropriation will be presented to the Board of Works in the amount of $220,000 to 
cover City Utilities costs, bringing the total package to $480,000. The 1995 budget was 
predicated on this appropriation from 1994, and the project will not have an impact on 
the tax rate. 


A summary of the cost estimates is attached, broken out by Civil City and City Utility 
shares. Highlights of the relocation/renovation are shown below. 


SECOND FLOOR 


City Utilities Moves to Second Floor 


City Utilities will move to the second floor space vacated by the Police Department. 
The second floor location will provide the general public better access to City Utilities 
using the escalator, and keeps the operations offices together. 


City Council Office Space & Conference Room 


As requested by the City Council, we have incorporated into the new design office 
space for Councils Research Assistant and adjoining conference room space for 
Council Members. This should provide an easily identifiable and accessible space for 
the public to contact or meet with Council Members.

Multi-Purpose Room 


A large multi-purpose room will be located across the corridor from the Council area. 
This room (which will seat up to approximately 150 people) will fill the need for a large 
meeting area with movable furniture to accommodate a variety of meeting and training 
purposes. As with all conference rooms, it will be accessible to all City Departments 
on a scheduled basis. 


Victim’s Assistance and Police Complaint Office 


Two small offices have been included on the second floor to accommodate these 
offices for the convenience of the general public and court-related activities. 


FOURTH FLOOR 


City Utilities Engineering 


The most significant change on the fourth floor is the relocation of the City Utilities 
Engineering staff (composed of Stormwater, Sanitary, and Water Engineering 
sometimes referred to as "wet engineering" for space planning purposes) from the 
seventh floor to the fourth floor. This is significant since we have historically had all the 
Engineering staff together on the seventh floor. While having all the engineers on the 
same floor has been beneficial, the space is overcrowded, and now is the time to make 
this logical split. 


Other Fourth Floor Space 


The fourth floor plan also locates three interactive departments adjacent to one another: 
Risk Management, Civil City Accounting, and Internal Audit. In addition, our GIS 
Department will be located on the fourth floor which will work well with the various 
Utility Engineering operations, yet still be accessible to other departments. 
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SEVENTH FLOOR 


City Engineer, Technical Services, and Board of Works Engineering 


Technical Services and the various Board of Works engineering departments will 
remain on the seventh floor with adequate room to accommodate the staff. In addition, 
the City Engineer will be relocated from the ninth floor to the seventh floor which will 
improve communications with the City Engineer and his staff. 


Fire Administration 


Fire Administration will be relocated from the second floor to the seventh floor primarily 
to accommodate the uses on the second floor previously described. Fire Administration 
does not have as much business with the general public, and the new seventh floor 
space will accommodate it’s needs. 


EIGHTH FLOOR 


Community & Economic Development 


Community & Economic Development stays basically the same with some realignment 
of office space to provide a more efficient operation. This is an area where the need 
for space renovation is quite evident--contrast County Planning offices on the sixth floor 
with City Planning on the eighth floor. 


NINTH FLOOR 


Central Receptionist 


A primary change in the ninth floor space will provide a centralized receptionist function. 
This will improve efficiency, and also address a security concern on the ninth floor. 


Functional Areas 
With the ending of the Bicentennial staff operation shortly after the first of the year, we 


will have an opportunity to reconfigure the ninth floor space along functional lines. This 
will provide the Community & Economic Development Director with an identifiable area,

and will also move Contract Compliance to the ninth floor. In addition to the space 
reconfiguration, the ninth floor gains an additional conference room in what is now the 
Mayor's Reception area. 


Overall Renovations 


In addition to the various office relocations described, the renovations will include new 
ceiling panels for all the City space. Most of the ceiling panels are the originals from 
when the building was constructed in 1969, and are discolored and warped. 


We have also provided an allowance for carpeting in all conference rooms and 
department head offices. A 10% contingency has been included in the budget to cover 
problems that inevitably arise in renovating space. 


Finally, | would like to point out that the timing of approval for the renovation/relocation 
is important. We are currently rewiring the building as part of the telecommunications 
contract, and need to have the various new offices identified to proceed in a timely 
manner. A delay in approving the budget ordinance amendment would delay final 
space design and incur a significant additional cost in the telecommunications contract. 


Martin Riley Mock architectural consultants will be at the Council meeting on October
